5. (original) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound of Claim 1 
and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

6. (original) A method of treating RNA-dependent RNA virus infection comprising 
administering to a mammal in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound according to Claim 1. 



7. (original) The method of Claim 6 wherein said RNA-dependent RNA virus 
infection is hepatitis C virus (HCV) infection. 
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8. (original) The method of Claim 7 in combination with a therapeutically effective 
amount of another agent active against HCV. 

9. (original) The method of Claim 8 wherein said agent active against HCV is 
ribavirin; levovirin; thymosin alpha-1; interferon-(3; an inhibitor of NS3 serine protease; an inhibitor 
of inosine monophosphate dehydrogenase; interferon-a or pegylated interferon-a, alone or in 
combination with ribavirin or levovirin. 

10. (original) The method of Claim 9 wherein said agent active against HCV is 
interferon-a or pegylated interferon-a, alone or in combination with ribavirin.
